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ABORTIONS - 


Recently, the state of New 
York passed a law that stated 
that a woman, after residing in 
that state for a certain period of 
time, could obtain an abortion on 
demand. 


Although the law was expected 
to pass the legislature, and was 
much heralded, the actual 
passage took the state by storm. 
Hospitals were literally flooded 
with requests for abortions, and 
at least one organization has 
capitalized on the occasion by 
offering, for a fee (naturally) to 
set up appointments for those 
desiring an abortion. 


Why is there such a flood of 
women desiring these abortions? 
Can it be attributed to the ‘‘new 
age’’ where sexual freedom is on 
the upswing, and with that sexual 
freedom. an unwanted by- 
product—in other words, more 
unwanted babies? 


According to records now being 
taken for the first time, the 
majority of women seeking 
abortions are not unwed mothers, 
but those duly registered by a 
church or justice of the peace as 
having taken the marriage vows 
officially. If a woman is married, 
the question arises as to why she 
should actually want an abortion 
in the first place. 


The question can be answered 
in many ways, psychologically 
and, of course, medically. But, 
the main reason boils down to 
simple economics. The trend 
today is to have a small family 
because most young couples 
starting out now realize that 
they, unless they hit it lucky, 
cannot hope to earn the income, 
and the needed leisure time to 
raise a large family. 


The struggle for existence in 
many cases requires that both 
husband and wife work. Many 
young people today had both 
parents working while they were 
growing up, as a consequence the 
generation gap came into being. 
How can a youth hope to discuss 
his problems with his parents 
when ‘‘they never have time?”’

This problem is realized by many 
young couples, and having an 
awareness and a capacity for 
action, don’t wish to repeat the 
mistakes of their parents. 

The psychological, and 
medical reasons for an abortion 
are quite self explanatory. Many 
women discover, too late, that 
they are just not ready 
emotionally to care for a child. 
Hospital and police files are full 
of records of child beatings at the 
hand of a mother who just did not 
want the child. 


Medically many women find 
out, again too late, that their 
bodies are not properly equipped 
for the carrying and birth of a 
child. The woman may also be 
injured, or incur a disease during 
pregnancy that requires the loss 
of the unborn child to save the 
woman’s life. This is not new, 
however, with the law recently 
passed in New York. Abortions, 
for medical reasons, have been 
performed right along officially, 
and it is even sanctioned by the 
Catholic Church. 


Another reason for legalizing 
abortion, one brought into the 
limelight only recently is the 
simple fact of overpopulation of 
this poor overworked planet of 
ours. But this reason is not one of 
those foremost in the minds of 
those seeking abortions. 

Today, the national average is 
$600 to have a baby delivered ina 
hospital. This is not taking into 
account the high cost of prenatal 
care, and postnatal 
examinations. The cost of an 
abortion, during the early stages 
of pregnancy, is considerably 
less. The cost varies. from 
hospital ‘to hospital,. and ~no 
general cost can be quoted. 

To those parents with one or 
more children already, the high 
cost of just having the baby 
delivered in_a hospital is 
prohibitive. Combine the cost of 
the delivery with the cost of 
raising a child, and many parents 
look forward to a life of doom. 

This may sound inhuman, and 
many people may already be 
shaking their heads in disgust, 
but the cold hard facts remain 
true. For the family with children 
already, another mouth to feed, 
another body to clothe and 
educate may result in neglect 
and hardship for those children 
already in existence. 

But the main reason for 
legalizing abortion has not really 
even been touched. The decision 
for an abortion, legal or illegal, 
boils down to the feelings of the 
people involved. ] 

Should any state, or even 
country, dictate the decisions of a 
single individual? The argument 
to this arises that the state is 
protecting the life of the as yet 
unborn human. When is a human 
formed? Can one be classified a 
human as such right after the 
moment of conception, or is he 
not a human until after at least 
three, four, five months of 
development? Or does the fetus 
become a human after he has left 
his mother’s womb? 

Theory upon theory has been 
written, lectured, and just talked 
about on this subject, but no real 
conclusion has been formed. Can 
any state formulate a law that 
says specifically when a human 
isa human? 

The answer to this is no. Sucha 
law would be ridiculous, a farce 
upon the whole system of laws 
that is the basis of this country. 

Consequently, how can a law 
‘exist that forbids abortions? 
Theology aside, abortion has 
been termed the taking of a 
human life, in other words 
murder. But no law has yet been 
written (that will stand up in 
court) which defines when a fetus 
ceases being a fetus and becomes 
a human being. 

The abortion law is archaic, a 
law with no foundation. It 
remains for the people of a given 
area, state, county, or country to 
either make a foundation for that 
law, or write it off the books.

Since last we reported on the 
student Council only three 
meetings have been held.

President Loring put the idea of 
making a decision on the Barnes- 
Courtemarche Resolution before 
the Council. Discussion was put 
off for another time. 

At the meeting held on 
December 1, 1970, the Student 
Council withdrew the money 
which had been allotted to the 
Yearbook.

They then heard a report on the 
budget of the Contemporary 
Affairs Society. A $35.00 deposit 
was approved by the Council. 
This money is for the members of 
the Contemporary Affairs 
Society to attend and to par- 
ticipate in the student U.N. 
Discussion then began on the 
Athletic budget; this subject was 
continued until the next meeting. 
On December 8, 1970, the 
Council concerned itself entirely 
with discussion of the Athletic 
budget. After much discussion, 
the council approved the budget 
inits amended form. The Barnes- 
Courtemarche resolution (it was 
decided) would be published in 
the newspaper for student 
scrutinization. No vote on it 
would be taken until as much 
information as possible was 
collected. yi 
The amended Athletic budget 
is printed below in order that no 
misunderstanding on allotments 

will be incurred.

Marijuana: Time to Change the Law?

“Dagga. Turn me on to some 
dagga, baby. Turn me on.” 

What’s dagga, baby? Dagga is, 
in other words, known as 
marijuana, pot, grass, weed, 
duby, “‘Bhangi’’, hay, boo, jay, 
muta, Mary Jane, tea, or snop. 
Sound wird? or new? 

Getting stoned on dagga has 
developed into a _ favorite 
American pastime — more than 
20 million Americans have tried 
it once, according to the National 
Institute of Mental Health — and 
it is now the most committed 
“crime” in the U.S. Dagga use is 
spreading at a frantic pace, from 
the hot Mexican hay crops to 
college campuses and the sons of 
elite fathers of America’s upper 
class. America is turning on. 

There are several methods of 
intoxicating oneself with pot. The 
most common is the joint: a 


when extracted from the leaves, 
makes a nice, cool, refreshing 
drink. Just the thing to enjoy ona 
hot, dry day. 

Mary Jane effects each in- 
dividual in a different way. In 
general, a high or stone is a 
feeling of intense inner peace and 
relaxation — a unique experience 
in itself. The high is effective in 
the necessary release of inner 
anxieties and tensions which 
would otherwise create nervous 
worry or possibly an_ ulcer. 
Marijuana is not a hallucinogen, 
although it can cause dizziness 
and lightheadedness. Logically, a 
person who is stoned should not 
drive but rather relax, listen to 
music, engage in pleasant con- 
versation, or make love. 

The effects of grass are quite 
popular in America today, 
especially in the young 
generation. Young people, as

pinch of pot rolled by hand bet- 
ween gummed Zig-Zag (or other 
brand) cigarette papers (this is 
called ‘‘rolling a ‘stone’’’). Mary 
Jane is also smoked through a 
screened pipe of any shape or 
size. Other ingenious methods of 
intoxication include the 
“cocktail” in which a roach (the 
end of a joint) is inserted into the 
end of a regular cigarette and 
smoked; and by the world- 
famous water-pipe. Blowing 
grass cannot be compared to any 
other form of smoking. First of 
all, the joint or pipe must be held 
an eighth or a quarter inch away 
from the lips. Secondly, the 
smoke must be inhaled along 
with air to ensure safe absorption 
by lung tissues. Thirdly, the 
smoke must be inhaled deeply 
into the lungs and then held there 
tightly for as long as twenty 
seconds. Lastly, the excess 
smoke can be exhaled. This 
complex process is called a 
“tote”. It takes from five to a 
dozen totes to achieve an ef- 
fective high. 

Dagga has evolved to rate asa 
highly potent ingredient in 
cooking recipes. Dig it! The 
active chemical in dagga is THC 
(tetrahydrocannabinol) and, 


well as well-educated adults, turn 
on anywhere from the back seat 
of a car to the passenger section 
of a jet. Pot parties are socially 
acceptable by at least 20 million 
Americans; here we find thirty 
or forty people lighting up fresh 
joints and having a real ball. 

According to recent surveys of 
the Bureau of Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drugs, marijuana is 
not physically addicting, though 
one may possibly develop a pot 
habit as easily as a cigarette 
habit. But various authorities 
have pointed out that pot smoke 
is less dangerous than tobacco 
smoke. Dagga is dangerous in 
light of the law against it. Ob- 
viously, those 20 million 
American risk being ‘‘busted’’ 
each time they light up a joint. 
And a small percentage are 
caught and arraigned in court. 
Unfortunately, some do get 
caught and are either jailed or 
fined an enormous sum of money 
or possession (or other offense) 
of the wild weed. For a case 
example, a youngster was ap- 
prehended by police with two 
joints in his possession and 
generously given the maximum 
penalty.

Marijuana Cultivation 

Marijuana is grown by many 
people for fun and profit. 
Dominant harvesters are 
Mexican dirt farmers who need 
the extra income. The pot plant 
has a hollow, four-cornered stalk 
up to two inches in diameter. It 
can reach the height of ten to 
twenty feet, sprouting many 
leaves which grow from three to 
ten inches in length. The leaves 
have five to eleven leaflets that 
are similar to spokes on a wheel. 
The color is dark green in 
maturity. If you are familiar with 
the flower, poinsettia, you can 
identify this with the pot plant. 
The female plant possesses the 
qualities of intoxication while the 
male plant can be smoked all day 
without producing the slightest 
high. 

Dagga can be grown just about 
anywhere, where the sun or even 
artificial light shines. Tons of 
marijuana were found growing in 
Manhattan, for instance. It is 
also grown in window boxes, 
cellars, back yards, and 
especially in cultivated fields. 

The Mexican dirt farmers 
simply poke a hole in the ground 
and toss in some seeds. Six 
months later a nice pot crop has 
erupted. The stuff is illegal in 
Mexico, but dealers and farmrrs 
bribe officials to close their eyes 
when a carefully hidden crop is 
discovered. 

TO GROW MARIJUANA 

Any seed (dagga) will do. 
Simply plant the seed in soil (fine 
sand and shredded sphagnum 
moss, if possible), divided into 
furrows a half inch deep, sowing 
each seed every inch. Make sure 
the crop is in a warm place with 
light. Fertilizer, preferably 
highly recom- 
mendable. Other chemicals used 
are nitrate of soda, sulfate 
ammonia, and nitrogen based 
fertilizers. Take good care to 
water the plants regularly. Give 
the plants six months to grow to 
maturity before reaping the crop. 

After the plants have produced 
seeds, cut them down. To cure, 
dry in the sun; this is the 
Mexican method. Some growers 
feel that the greener the grass, 
the stronger the high. Following 
a week of drying, clean the stalks 
of all leaves and seeds. Be sure to 
do this feat on a tarp or a large 
cloth. The refined grass should be 
free of all stalks and seeds, 


therefore in great shape to 
smoke.

But in 1936, the ‘Marijuana 
Menace’’, created by the mass 
media, began to change attitudes 
concerning dagga. 

In 1937, the Federal Marijuana 
Tax Act was passed, which was 
used as a model for state 


marijuana laws later in the year.

One of the serious problems in: 
college and university life today 
is the lack of attention to the 
personality needs of the students. 
Suicide is the second most 
common cause of death on the 
campus, topped only by 
automobile accidents; but those 
who have studied the subject 
believe that half of the latter are 
“concealed suicides’’; thus 
suicide actually leads the list. Dr. 
Howard A. Rusk of the New York 
University Medical Center 


collected estimates. that 90,000 
students each year will threaten 
suicide, one in ten will make the 
attempt, and that there will be 
1,000 actual deaths resulting. 
Beyond this, he calculates that 


“Where The Sandwich 


among six million students, 
“some 600,000 have emotional 
problems for which they need 
professional assistance.’’ The 
National Institute of Mental 
Health finds that ‘‘the factor of 
human isolation and _ with- 
drawal” appears to be critical; 
and the colleges recognize the 
serious problem created by these 
“lJoners’’ and are trying to 
provide help but admit (in 
hundreds of letters to us from 
deans) that they do not have 
adequate solutions. 

This waste of some of the 
nation’s finest young people is 
intolerable. Since for every 
actual death, nearly a hundred 
have felt so desperate as to 
threaten it, much light could be 
thrown on the subject by learning 
what factors enabled the for- 
tunate ones to work out of their 
difficulties and keep going.

The day before Thanksgiving, 
close to 40 students at N.E.C.C. 
received a short form letter in the 
mail stating that (loosely tran- 
slated) if their tuition was not 
received in the very near future, 
their presence would not be 
welcome within the hallowed 
halls of ol’ N.E.C.C. 

After receiving this letter, 
most of the students went quietly 
into a blind rage, because most of 
them were veterans and their 
tuition was supposed to be paid 
by the State of Massachusetts. 

As a result of the letter, and the 
subsequent rage, Sue Horowitz, 
the woman designated as 
Veterans’ Counselor, had her 
office swamped by enraged 
veterans demanding to know why 
if the state was supposed to pay 
their tuition they were receiving 
nasty letters from the school. 

Most of the veterans who went 
in angry came out pacified — or 
at least with their anger cooled. 
The school had made no mistake, 
and for once, Uncle Sam had not. 
The veteran himself had. 

The reimbursement for tuition 


at a state‘school is a state affair 
and must be filed for separately. 
Despite the fact that the veteran 
has filed for and even received 
his Federal Benefits, he must 
still file with the state for his 
tuition exemption. 

If you are a veteran, have 
received a nasty letter from the 
school, and have not filed with 
the state for your tuition 
exemption, Miss Horowitz has 
offered the following helpful 
advice: 

1. Send a PHOTOSTAT of your 
separation papers 

(DD214) to

Father McGrady, a Jesuit 
Priest, is 50 years old. He has 
been a man of the cloth for 29 
years and an English buff for 
most of his life. In fact, he has 
dedicated most of his life in 
pursuit of higher learnings in 
both English and philosophy (in 
addition to his church work of 
course). 

At the present time he is doing 
papers for his Doctorate in 
English Literature from Brown 
University. He has spent fourteen 
years of his life at various 
Colleges and _ Universities. 
Among these are: Holy Cross, 
Boston College (where he 
received a B.A. in Theology), 
Middlebury College (where he 
received an M.A. in English), 
and Penn State University where 
he did graduate studies. 

For a look at his more distant 
history, he went to Worcester 
Classical High School in Wor- 
cester (his home town). In an 
interview conducted by Stephen

commented that he had taught 
for seven years at Holy Cross, 
and three years at Brown 
University prior to coming to 
NECC. He went on to say that he 
‘‘was very interested in 
teaching.’’ Relating as to how he 
became interested in the idea of 
teaching at a community college, 
he said, ‘‘I became interested. in 
community colleges at Holy 
Cross when Quinsigamond 
Community College posted 
classes there.’’ He went on to say 
that, ‘‘the Jesuit Order is in- 
terested in the educational op- 
portunities that community 
colleges have to offer.”’ 

Father McGrady is also a 
member of _ the Jesuit 
Educational Association. He said

(in speaking about his 
relationship with the 
organization, ) “we have 
discussed the nature, concept 


and functioning of the com- 
munity college which have been 
closely surveyed by the J.E.A. It 
very closely relates to our 
original concept, and educational 
enterprises during Jesuit Orders 
early years in America’’. 

In direct questioning during the 
interview, the Father was asked 
the following questions: 

Q. What is your stand on the 
abortion laws? 

A. “T agree with Congressman 
Drinan, who was a classmate of 
mine, and who was recently 
elected to the United. States 
Congress, that the state should 
not legislate for the individuals’ 
conscience’. 

Q. What are your views on 
campus unrest? 

A. “TI think they (student 
protests) have done a lot of good 
in many areas such as student 
participation in scholastic 
decision-making and in course 
curriculum structuring and also 
in the enlargement of general 
academic quality”. He went on to 
say, “as a pacifist, I’m opposed 
to violence under any form. In 
my course at Brown University, 
the black students withdrew from 
campus with other blacks until 
their demands: to establish a 
Department of Negro Studies and 
a more comprehensive and 
proportionate admissions policy 
for blacks was adopted. Their 
demands were granted to them in 
three or four days’. 

Father McGrady now lives on 
Plum Island, where he plans to 
spend a lot of time ¥shing for 
striped bass in his spare time.
